Accompan 
ied by Prince and Princess Charles o 
Denmark their majesties reached Pud 
dinpton at 12:30 p. m. and proceeded in 
semi-state landaus, drawn by tour hors- 
es with postillions, preceded by outrid- 
ers and attended by an escort of the roy- 
nl dragoon guards, along the route usu- 
ally followed by the late "Queen Victoria.

•gainst.' tte 'next scout. I had nervor 
forgotten tio ficmistftrvation of our first 
three days' outing. 


On, tbe morning Telorred to only torn 


companies ot MS went out but we felt 
entirely- safe, "What oould happen to 
usJ W« were strong enough to whip 
any force of tbe enemy that had yet 
moTe<!H»et»een oar Unas and their owa 
unl»ss -our Irregular spies— aU colored 
poople-and natives -of the country— had 
co-iiniod Incorrectly the enemy's few 
detacton&nts. Of course we would ba 
fired upon ns 
so<>a as the aflvan<;9 


struck tlw enemy's pickets, and, as 
uaost./soathemcrs bad handled guns 
from -Jjelr youth u>, two or three of 
our men would probably bo killed ot 
wounded, but wo had come to regard 
thai sort 'Of thins -as a matter of course. 
It was ooo of tbe fortunes of war-or 
misfortunes of being at the head c-f a 
cavalry advance. To prevent unfair- 
ness In this respect companies took 
turns of a daKjeach atiifco head of a 
soouttns'pacty,,but the advance proper 
•n-as.always taken from the right, or 
head' of 'the ''Company, so In forming 
lino for a start there never was an un- 
seemly rush for positions at the right. 


The extreme ; advance coosJsted of 


four men, rMlag abscast ocfcy twos, 
according to tile wJdtlTof tho road, and 
carrying carbides, or jevolvcrs In their 
hands rocdy fox Instant' use. About 50 
yards behind '• rode a' single trooper, 
called 'a. messenger. to-paes bsak any 
alarm , or otiiar-mtormaaon which tha 
men -aheaA might shout to hhn. Fifty 
y arts farther nn the -rear were two 
meo.-.wbo o!9oilia<Jvaiincssen|ceB. within' 
earsnoUiina wltnV 30 yards otthlm

The specified distances were meas- 


ured-only *vlt<& tho eye, but whether 
they wwe too little or too great the 
maiiufcody waaTaKcaougb in tlie rear 
to beW of -point'olaflk- range of or- 
dinary -areaims, and most-firearms of 
tne enezuys cavalry were ordinary. 
This distance- enabled the main body, 
to draw'saftcrs or:«et their carbines or 
revelers , -ready f°r action, according 
to cAer. It also allowed us to get 
Into a trot or gaUop with some momen- 
tum to Il*y;the time we had closed on 
the advance and began the charge or 
cbase. MewrwbUe.lhe messenger and 
reserve' iifld close* on the first set of 
fours and begun firing If they saw any- 
thing- to flro-at. Should the advance 
halt,;thoy; begun firing at once; If they 


. turned' to ran. they .parted and gallop- 


ed down elther...aank"in. single ule, so 
the troop -.tlftji! unmasked could clear 
the ronaroy firing, or charging. (1 nev- 
er had tho; melancholy satisfaction of 
Bering, the advance break to the rear.) 


•Wbeinever we 'found the enemy' In 


line, even, behind breastworks— for not 
all of them '•• were cavalry— we would 
deploy as sfcirmishergfln the woods or 
Holds on. either side of the road and ad- 
vance at • the vgaU«P" -firing rapidly as 
we rode. I doriit believe carbine firing 
at tha gallop ..atvngmiart 200 or 300 
yards away ever dicVj; much ' damage,

which guarded the bridge. Then .we 
remounted, retired through the woods 
and fields until out of artillery range, 
after walch we took the road tot/hOM*, 
with the cheering hope that we-would 
be out of camp only about half tho 
customary time. 


Just about sunset, as ,we were ap- 


proaching a'long bridge .over one of 
the wide, high banted, but shallow 
creeks peculiar to the tide water re- 
gion of "Virginia, the word wa» paused 
back from"'tile advance: 


"Close up! Quick! Send the major 


The major commanding the battalion 


dashed toward the.front, and the rest 
of u* followed rapidly. As my com 
pany was the second ta column we 
soon saw -what was the matter, and It 
dldn'tiplease us much, A body of the 
enemy's cavalry was approaching the 
bridge from the other side.

counted upon. It was enraging.

was also ridiculous. \7e were between 
tho Johnnies and their camp, the John- 
nies ware between us and our camp, 
and tbe bridge, which both parties 
agreed in wishing anywhere-else at 
that particular moment, remained just 
where It was and locketi as-dark and 
threatening as if'it meaat to make no 
end of trouble. It would" be- foolish for 
either bofly to'jford the stream, for 
those tide water creeks invariably have 
one bank which'Is too steep for horses 
to climb, or. descend,-except through 
occasional tributary golUes. 


Tlie major began,to think. So, evi- 


dently, did the ct>mrflander-of the John- 
nies, while I Indulged in a wild hope 
that tr%,r>'<roplcVt|0tn kc*P on thinking 
until one or; other-got tired and took 
his men away. 


'We can reach tbe Blue Church road 


The major turned"to' \tie rear, first 


cautioning his captains to maintain 
;he pressure, and soon we heard him 
gay: 


'Two 
renr 
companies 
dismount! 


Third company- deploy on toe right; 
fourth on the left! Pepper their rear 
with carbines as long as'there's a man 
of them in'the saddle! Aim carefully! 
Bo careful not to hit our own menl" 


This promised sickening slnusnter, 


for our men with their carbines could 
get within 100 yards of the moat dis- 
tant Johnny and do-a great deal of 
harm before the enemy oould'dismount j 
and fire more than a single shot. Prob- 
ably the enemy would follow our ex- 
ample as soon as they saw what we 
were up to, if any of them were left 
after we had given them a volley or 
two. This is not a Joke. Our Sharp 
carbines were as true as sporting rifles. 
For sereral months we had been 
taught, when fighting dismounted with 
carbines or revolvers, to-sboot from a 
rest whenever possible, and our prac- 
tice BbootingjdahowwJ that anywhera 
within point? b'lank range we could 
•hoot well. 


At the major's orders three men of 


every set of fours in the last two com- 
panies dismounted and hurried to trees, 
logs and fences near the creek. 


"Now, 
men," said the major to us, 


"as soon, as .they begin to Ore and clear 
away the rear-you press 'Upon the ad- 
vance with all your might. 
If we 


drive them off the bridge, divide, right

Ing s» mams, we fek. entirely, secure in 
the scont;0f which I have begun to 
tell. Tet things-did not-tutn out at al 


gray and blue, seemed' to press to one 
side. A second or two later that entire 
bridge, containing 40 or 50 Union troop- 
ers and as many Confederates, went 
down with a crash and a splash Into 
the creek below. 


Here was the unexpected again, and

est the creek and began to operate ex- 
actly according to our tactics, firing on 
our skirmishers and'trying to secure 
prisoners from tbe struggling mass 
below. We were the stronger in num- 
bers and weapons, but nature gave tue 
enemy one immense advantage. 
As 


members of the Potomac army will re- 
member, creeks on tbe Virginia coast 
almost invariably have one bank high 
and steep and one which Is low and 
shelving, and where wo were fighting 
tho ste«p bank was on our side. 


Our fellows could n«t easily get out, 


much Itss drag out-prisoners, but the 
Johnnies had scampered up their own 
side before all of us were In position to 
fire. Somo,.too, whose horses had'been 
hit or who had dropped theJr guns dur- 
ing the tumble had'Stibe presence of 
mind to take Yankee ciiblnes or horses 
with them. Obe had-tbe imfiadetue to 
lead away two of our horses. Including 
the forage, blankets and overcoats 
strapped upoa the saddles, and be shel- 
tered himself BO skillfully with on* of

this word along, but when the major 
roared "Forward!" over we went. The 
excitement of the Jump was intensified 
by our sabers. Many of us had made 
long jumps from born roofs or brick 
piles or builders' scaffoldings when we 
were younp, but our sabers hadn't 
There's tiotblng adaptive about a saber 
anyway, so these weapons mixed them 
selves wltlf'our legs in a most alarm 
Ing manner.

whom all of us had adored from time 
to time as sbe stood at the farm gate 
with her father to see the soldiers pass 
by, prayed aloud'for heaven's curse to 
fall on the man whose bullet bad pierc- 
ed Her brother's lungs, and 1 am sure 
each of UB trembled at the thought that 
the bullet might liave b'een his own. 
Near them stood a little brother-and 
slater crying In the pitiful, hopeless 
way that my brother Ned did when he 
first heard that I was going to the war. 


Yet this was not the only family that 


suffered bv that encacement. Besides 
the men killed outfight, some of our 
own comrades died afterward of their 
waunds without father, mother, sisters 
or brothers to say goodby to them. Not 
all the missing were taken prisoners 
by the enemy, and nearly balf a year 
of awful uncertainty arid of frantic 
letter writing passed before we learned 
this through our .captured men who re- 
turned when exchanged. One of our 
men, whose leg was broken by a bullet 
and who then was knocked senseless 
by a glancing shot'on bis bead, floated 
down tho shallow stream some dis- 
tance before be came to his senses and 
got asihore. Stanching his wound by 
tying a strip of his shirt tightly around 
his leg, he bound the broken limb in 
twigs and then spent two whole days 
and nights In crawling on his hands 
and one knee to our nearest picket sta- 
tion, several miles distant In tbe ear- 
ly spring a colored man who went to 
the creek to fish found the remains of 
one of our men beside a tree, a mile 
below the scene of. the fight, and 
scratched on the bark of tbe tree were 
a few words telling bow the poor fel- 
low had died a lingering death from 
wounds, exposure and starvation. 


Yet the entire engagement. In which 


a 
full third of tbe men on the 


bridge were either killed, wounded or 
captured within 15 minutes, was In 
military parlance "merely a 
little 


brush." 
Mention of It never got into 


the newspapers. 
There were thou- 


sands like It, except' for the falling 
bridge, during the war, the results be- 
ing too small or gradual to be part of 
the history which was bslng made by 
some great engagements which pro- 
portionately were not so bloody. Per- 
haps tlio story of this one will explain 
to some people why old soldiers when 
chatting together about the war talk 
ra'jch of the march and camp, but very 
little about fighting. 


The fisht at the bridge was the se- 


verest engagement in which our com- 
pany bad ever participated, so I onght 


wltb, and the. moment of battle is the 
time to use tliem, so I hurried over to 
Hamilton .and said:

The morning winding also lessens th* 
danger of. breaking the mainspring, 
which, being no longer at full tension 
at night, can stand the cold-better. 


"All watches keep better time as th« 


result of regular habits. Don't lay it 
down one night aud hang it up the 
next' Keep it in tae same position as 
nearly as circumstances will permit 
In second class watches the rate differ- 
ence between the horizontal and verti- 
cal position Is often quite significant 
Nor should you hang your watch on a 
nail where It can swing to aad fro like 
a pendulum. It will either gain or lose 
a great deal while in that position. 


"Tbe difference In temperature be- 


tween'your breast or a man's waistcoat 
pocket and a. wall that may be nearly 
at 'tlie freezing .point-Is about 77 to 83 
degrees F., and a watch should there- 
fore never be suspended or laid against 
a cold surface."

Hi* Majesty Appears to.Jje ifiUmal Health 


—Whitelftw Reid, Catted States 


Special Knvoy, Starts oa. 


Bound of Duties. 


LONDON, June 23.—King Edward and 


Queen Alexandra arrived in London from 
Windsor at 12:30 p. m. today. His ma- 
jesty appeared to be in his usual health. 


With the return of the court to Lon- 


don from Windsor today, the festivities 
of the coronation, may be s.aid to have 
commenced and each day until midnight 
Saturday when the last gun of the roy- 
al salute will be. fired by the fleet at 
'gpithead, will furnish its quota of the 
attractions which promise to make the 
week memorable. From tqday the spec- 
ial ambassadors, envoys and princes in- 
cited to join in the festivities become 
the guests of the king. 
Throughout 


the day numbers of royal personages-have 
been arriving from the continent. They 
were met at the railroad station« by roy- 
al carriages and guards of honor and 
were escorted to the official residences 
assigned to them. Consequently plenty 
of entertainment was provided for the 
crowds of sightseers niliog the streets,

AUTOMOBILE LIKES. 


Announcements 'of . automobile lines 


are becoming very common. An east- 
ern paper the other day .printed a list of 
thirty-four auto lines in different parts 
of the country, known 'better as motor 
vehicle stage lines. These are very fast 
displacing the remaining horse stage 
lines, and are even being utilized by 
some railroads in connecting links and 
in connecting mining districts in the 
west with the nearest railroad connec- 
tions.

and mash them, and boil twenty minutes 
or more, until they are

Meas\ire this, and to 
each pint allow one pound of sugar. 
Put the juice over the fire and let it boil 
rapidly for five minutes; then add the 
sugar and let it 'boil rapidly one minute 
longer.

Then we 
remounted, retired through the woods 
and fields until out of artillery range, 
after which we took the road for-home, 
with the cheering hope that we would 
be out of camp oaly about half the 
customary time. 


Just abont sunset, as ,we were ap- 


proaching a'long bridge ,over one of 
the wide, high banked, but shallow 
creeks peculiar to the tide water re- 
gion of "Wlrginia, the word wsa passed 
back front'the advance: 


"Close up! Quick! Send the major 


up!" 


The major commanding the battalion 


dashed toward thaifront, and the rest 
of us followed rapidly. As my com- 
pany was the second hi column we 
soon saw what was the matter, and it 
didn't^please us much, A body of the 
enemy's cavalry was approaching the 
bridge from the other side. 


This was something we had not 


counted upon. It was enraging. 
It 


"Charge!" 


was also ridiculous. We were between 
the Johnnies and their camp, the John- 
nies were, between us and our camp, 
and the bridge, which both parties 
agreed in wishing anywhere' else at 
that particular moment, remained just 
where it was and looked as-dark and 
threatening as if'St meaut to make no 
end of trouble. It would be foolish for 
eitiier bofly to •: ford the stream, for 
those tide water creeks invariably have 
one bank which' is too steep for horses 
to climb', or. descend, • except through 
occasional tributary gtiUies. 


The major began, to think. So, evi- 


dently, did the commander of 'the John- 
nies, while I indulged in a wild hope 
that thV^wonld- both keep OQ thlaklng 
until one or.' other-' got tlreel and took 
his men away.

We 
ought to be heavy enough to press 
them back. If we can cross first, we 
can drive them Into our camp like cat- 
tle." 


"They're as close to the bridge as 


we," said the captain. 


"Woll-try, anyhow," said the major. 


"No sabers, men— revolvers only!" Then 


The major turned' to' the rear, first 
cautioning his captains to maintain 
he pressure, and soon we heard him 
jay: 


Two 
renr 
companies 
dismount! 


Third company- deploy on the right; 
fourth on the left! Pepper their rear 
with carbines as long as.4here's a man 
of them in the saddle! Aim carefully! 
Bo careful not to hit oar own men!" 


This promised sickening slaughter, 


for our men with their carbines could 
get within 100 yards of the moat dis- 
tant Johnny and do • a great deal of 
h'ann before the enemy could- dismount 
and fire more than a single shot. Prob- 
ably the enemy would follow our ex- 
ample as soon as they saw what we 
were up to, if any of them were left 
after we had given them a volley or 
two. This Is not a joke. Our Sharp 
carbines were as true as sporting rifles. 
For sereral m6nths we had been 
taught, when fighting dismounted with 
carbines or revolvers/ to- shoot from a 
rest whenever possible, and our prac- 
tice ehootlnggjjBliowed that anywhera 
within polHt?tilank range we could 
shoot well. 


At the major's orders three men of 


every set of fours in the last two com- 
panies dismounted and hurried to trees, 
logs and fences near the creek. 


"Now, men," said the major to us, 


"as soon- as they begin to fire and clear 
away tbe rear -yon press -upon the ad- 
vance with all your might. 
If we 


drive them off the bridge, divide, right 
and left, as soon as youtget across and

How to Tako C(»re of Your. Time- 


ail the missing were taken prisoners 
by the enemy, and nearly half a year 
of awfUl uncertainty arid of frantic 
letter writing passed before we learned 
this through our .captured men who re- 
turned when exchanged. 
One of our 


men, whose leg was broken by a bullet 
and who then was knocked senseless 
by a glancing shot on bis bead, floated 
down the shallow stream some dis- 
tance before he came to his senses and 
got asihore. Stanching his wound by 
tying a strip of his shirt tightly around 
his log, he bound the broken limb in 
twigs and then spent two whole days 
and nights in crawling on his hands 
and one knee to our nearest picket sta- 
tion, several, miles distant. In the ear- 
ly spring a colored man who went, to 
the creek to fish found the-remains-of 
one of our men beside a tree, a mile 
below the scene of. the fight,' and 
scratched on the bark of the tree were 
a few words telling how the poor fel- 
low had died a lingering death from 
wounds, exposure and starvation. 


Yet the entire engagement, In which 


a 
full 
third of the men on the 


bridge were either killed, wounded or 
captured within 15 minutes, was in 
military parlance "merely a 
little 


brush." Mention of it never got into 
the newspapers. 
There were thou- 


sands like it, except'for the falling 
bridge, during the war, the results be- 
ing too small or gradual to be part of 
the history which was being made by 
8ome great engagements which pro- 
portionately were not so bloody. Per-

The morning winding also lessens the

.at night, can stand the cold.better. 


"All watches keep better time as tn» 


result of regular habits. Don't lay it 
down one night aud hang it np the 
next Keep it in the same position aa 
nearly as "circumstances will permit 
In second class watches the rate differ- 
ence between the horizontal and verti- 
cal position Js often quite significant 
Nor should you hang your watch on a 
nail where it can swing to and fro like 
a pendulum. It will either gain or lose 
a great deal while in that position. 


"The difference in temperature be- 


tween your breast or a man's waistcoat 
pocket and a. wall that may be nearly 
at 'tlie freezing .point- is about 77 to 88 
degrees F., and a watch should there- 
fore ne-v^er be suspended or laid against 
a co!4 surface."

The general mass 
of eur,-..men regarded a skirmish dash 
against'"htfanttj. with very little; ap- 
prehension. A?%oooeriaud his'.horae 
generally are one for' practical pur*> 
poses, :• the animal seeming to know 
what is in his rider's*mlnd. Besides, 
the enemy had only. muzale^loadJng 
weapons, which.could not be*reloaded 
*nd fired^rooro thanv once during, .the 
forward'rush"; of "cavalry skirmishers, 
while the rapid-fire of.our-breeehload- 
ers and' revolvers "hat$ a disturlaing ef- 
fect upon atoot soldier's hand-and eye. 


Our advantages aa.4, precautions be- 


ing so many, we fete entirely, secure in 
the scout; of which I have begun to 
tell. Yet things-did hoi*tura'oirt.at all 


and shouted: 


"Charge!" 
We were within 100 yards of the 


bridge, sojwe easily heard the Confed- 
erate conteiandeiv a grayish brown man 
from topjtto^toe, who rode to the front 
dropped^nfgjbridlc^in hia saddle, drew 
two old_fashione4 horse pistols from 
holsters'anfl yelled: 


"Git!"

The major meant ,well, but how much 


firing couhi':-be donejon a bridge only 
wide enough for about four men 
abreast - after the men In front bad 
emptied their" revolvers? 
How were 


' any "but the'surest" shots and those near- 
est the fronfcto fire without hitting their 
own oomrafclej,' wa,o,already were using 
their revolvers aa& hammers or hitting 
Ijhe Johnnies with bare fists? There 
was little firing on the other side, for 
nearly all tho Confederates carried 
shotguns or muzzje loading muskets, 
which they eouKljnot reload In haste, 
so after'firing"once they used theii 
guns as lances, .punching our men ID 
Breast or race aoff being 'hortibly curs- 
ed in return. 


Meanwhile each horse was looking 


out for No. 1. The horse la'a wedge 
shaped animal, and., each of our four 
footed wedges pushed his .head and 
shoulders between those of horses in 
front of him..,-This gave the animals 
absolute rest as well as safety, while 


shelving, and where we were fighting 
the steep bank was on our side. 


Our fellows could n»t easily get out, 


much less drag out prisoners, but the 
Johnnies had scampered up their own 
side before all of'us were in position to 
fire, Some,-too, whose horses had'been 
hit or who fcad dropped their guns dur- 
ing the tumble hadltbe presence of 
mind to take Yankee dwblnes or horses 
with them. One bad-the impndeoee to 
lead away two of our horses, Including 
the forage, blankets and overcoats 
strapped upon tbe saddles, and be shel- 
tered himself so skillfully with one of 
the animals^ tthat none of the bullets 
aim«l-at Mm seemed to hit 
On the 


other hand, when one of our fellows, 
tried to dimb the bank on our side,1 
perhaps with revolver in hand, try- 
Ing to drlTe an unarmed prisoner in 
front of him. he was a capital mark 
for the other side to shoot at, and 1C 
be was hit his priioaer would general- 
ly chaage his own mind and hurry 
back to his friends, taking with h5ra 
the woonded man's revolver and car- 
bine as a memento. Such a dash re- 
quired him to wade the creek, but the 
water was not very deep, and a man 
who had once been wet did not, seem 
to mind a little additional soaking. 


Suddenly the major, who had been 


closely eying all that had occurred, 
passed the word from man to man 
along the irregular line of kneeling, 
crouching or flat lying skirmishers 
that at the word of command all 
should drop over the bank, ford the 
creek, press the enemy as closely aa 
possible and try to drive 4th«n to the 
left .of. the road.. Two miles awa.T on 


that~side~was Imolier rond'by 'wh'lch 
we rightly imagined they would .hurry 
for home should they think us too 
many for them. Men without carbines 
were warned to have their revolvers 
fully loaded before crossing.

IT Ust we were on our 


own side of the bridge 


4—those who were left 


ofrna. Roll call show- 


•; ed thbrty men missing 


from the flrsit compa- 
ny, which had carried 
ouly-ftfty. men into ac- 
tion, besides several 


from each of the other companies. 
Some of the missing -we foand-dead or 
iwounded in the creek and wo«ds,'.wtth 
a larger number of the enemy in the 
same, con^it^on, bat after a careful 
count we found the Johnnies had so- 
cured about twice as many prisoners 
as we. 


The proceedings of the next hour or 


two would not trove interested any ci- 
vilian spectator in search of the glory 
of war. 
Several mounted men who 


had been anrrled away to a farmhouse 
known to be about a mile down the 
road- came back with all tbe farmer's 
wagons, carts;- colored men, spades and 
picks. Into the wagons and carts on 
a lot of pine tufts hastily picked were 
placed the wounded and our own dead. 
The colored men, under the direction of 
the farmer, who had kindly volun- 
teered to help, buried the Confederate 
dead near the wulstde. Some of tfce 
wounded gr«aned terribly, and, one 
poor fellow almost broke nsy heart by 
faintly «cr«n.mlus "Father!" every mo- 
ment 
I didn't feel any better when 


we learned that the wounded boy 
whom we were about to cart away 
was a son of the old man who was 
preparing the dead Confederates for 
their last home. Then we knew why 
the old man had offered to assist the 
burial party and why he bad looked; BO 
quickly and intently through the gath- 
ering dusk into the facet of tbe dead. 
The boy bad been brought In later, 
from the woods, and the father would 
never have known of his presence had 
it not been for tola cries. 


The next scene was equally palnfuH 


the old man begging, with tears In his 
eyes, to be allowed to take his wound- 
ed child to his own hotisle nod the ma- 
jor insisting on his duty to carry all 
the wounded captives to our own camp. 
Several minutes before the old farmer 
had been to us only a stay at home reb- 
el. Now there wasn't a man of.;us who 
would not have added our entreaties 
to his had we dared. It was a great 
relief to all of us when our assistant 
surgeon, who had been rapidly examin- 
ing the wounded, assured the old man 
that the boy would need frequent sur- 
gical attention Instead of home nurs- 
ing if his life were to be saved, so he 
would be better off In oiir hospital. 
Then the surgeon offerer! the farmer 
his hand, and after a shake the old 


chatting together about the war 
much of the march and camp, but very 
little about fighting. 


The fisht at the bridge was the se- 


verest engagement in which our com- 
pany had ever participated, so 1 ought 
to have been so absorbed by it as 


j to be insensible to anything but my 


duty as a soldier. I am glad to say- 
that I loaded, aimed and fired as care- 
fully as if^-oh, as if it were the flirst 
day of the "open season" for quail In 
the woods and fields near Summerton. 
Nevertheless I frequently detected my- 
self in the act of looking about me to 
see what other men were doing. I saw 
Cloyne loading and firing as placidly 
and smilingly as if he were merely 
making out bills at the Summerton 
lumber yard. 
Mick McTwyoy was 


handling $ his carbine as energetically 
as if it were a coffee mill, yet in bis 
excitement'he was discharging it In 
the direction of the sun, the tree tops 
and his own toes, as if the enemy were 
atoms of--tbe surrounding air and coold 
be easily'hit by a man with his eyes 
shut Meanwhile he was volubly curs- 
ing bis platoon in English and Irish, 
with some assistance 'from the verbi- 
age of the holy Scriptures and the vo- 
cabulary of the Bowery, for not firing 
more rapidly and carefully.

Racine County Old Settlers' society, held 
at Eagle Lake- yesterday, will pass clown 
into history as the largest of the kind 
ever known in southern Wisconsin.
